A somewHat now light is thrown upon 
tho Tibet Mission’s difficulties by. the tele- 
gram coming through Revres's. agoncy 
and derived ultimately from a despatch of 
the Limes representative at Gryangtse. 
‘Hitherto, though the responsibility for 
delay in ‘the negotiations has been divided 
between the Chinese and the Tibetans io 
proportions difficull, to make out,accurately, 
the only actual treachery, as exhibited in 
tho attack at Guru on the 31st March, was 
due to the Tibotan commander who lost his 
Jife on that occasion. After the severe 
lesson administered by the British Indian 
at Guru -an immediate effect 
was apparently produced, not only on 
the Tibetans but also upon the Chinese 
Commissioner Ma, to 
‘Colonel Younauuspanyn from Lhasea, 
saying that the Dalai Lams was wholly, to 
blame for their not having met, as he had 
yefused to provide him (Ma) ‘with transport ; 
he himself was anxious-to meet the Britich 
representative. This fairly 
yeasonable excuse to anyone acquainted with 
the secular obstruction “by Lhassa of. all

‘attempts to penetrate Tibet from India. 


Probably Colonel YouncuvspanD accepted 
the explanation and, while pressing on to. 
Gyangtse, looked forward to a mecting 
with China’s delegate. Gyangtse was 
reached in the middle of April, ‘after 
slight opposition at the “ Red Idol Gorge,” 
and the Mission then seitled down 


' for another period of waiting. No Chinese 


Commissioner appeared, and all the news 


to be had on the eubject resolved itself into 
futile questions in Parliament, to which the 
Ministeritlist answers wore commendably 
brief and. reticent.

Moreover, Mr. Parr, 
of the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs 
who is the ‘Englishman representing the 
Chinese Government jointly with Ma, liad 
a narrow eseipe from death, while all his 
servants were killed. “Ma, in fact, seems te 
have wost grossly wud outrageously vivlated 
his duties and has rade instant removal 
imperative. Needless to say, the work of 
the Mission will be onee miore grievously 
delayed: We do not see that anything. 
remains but to proceed to Lhagya aftor rein- 
forcementa have, reacted Colonel Youns- 
HUSHAND. ‘Lhe remarks of the Allahabad 
Pioneer, quoted by us three daya ago, 
appear absolutely correct. Gur conten. 
porary claims that it would be the greatest 
possible mistake to atop glort at Gyangtse, 
Much money bas been spent and inuch 


‘ blood shed, and toensnre any commensurate 


return it is necessary that sume permanent 
impression should. be produced on the minds 
of tho Tibetans, - An entry to Lhisea would 
certainly he vividly remombered by them 
for decades, whereas the recollection of the 
defeats by the presont Mission will bo for- 
gotten as quickly as that of their expulsion 
from Sikkim.“ Dhassa, theretore, beckons, 
and Celonel YounGmussann should uot 
only go there, but hig entry should be made 
with as much show as possible —ineluding. 
the Pioneer suggests, a British Infantry 
regiment with its red uniform atid ‘two or 
three gymort Indian regiments. There is 
wisdom in this, if it ia climatically practi- 
cable, for the largor the British fyrce the 
less likelihood of -Gighting. The smallness 
of the Mission cannot but have ancouraged 
the vastly more numerous Tibetans to make 
their mad, uttacks, Great Britain avd 
India desire the Tibetan difficulties settled 
as quickly us possible. A rapid and yet 
duly protected advance on Lhassa promises 
the quickest settlement. Tt is Lhaséa all 
along, with the vague support. of China 
behind the Lamas, which has flouted every 
attempted advance from India and dia 
regarded every engagement, Even as early 
as Warken Hasrinas’s time it was the 
Dalai Lama who opposed Boauz, sent to 
arrange a, conmmercial traaty. The esha 
Lama of Shigatze, spiritually superior but 
temporally inferior to tho Dalai Lama, was 
friendly then, and this attitude seems to 
have remained to the present day. But the 
Dalai Lama and the Ghaava hisrarehy bave 
kept themselves firmly seated the 
shoulders of. the Tibetan people, with the 
support of Peking and by aid of the tea- 
It is 
not unnatural that they should obstruct 
Tndian advances, which threaten their 


on 
monopyly as much as anything. 


supremacy gravely. With their prestige 
dissipat od by the arrival of a foreign force 
at Lhasva, and with Indian tea on the 
Tibetan tarket, to what are the Lhassa 
Lamas to look? With regard to the tea 
question, we may recall come words of Mr. 
T. T. Coorrr, who in 1868 tried unsuccess- 
fully to eross into Tibet over the Szechuen 
frontier, armed with, the Vicoroy’s puss. 
He wrote The whole business in life of the 
“ Tibetans seems to be to procure a suffi- 
“ cidney of tea ; and it is no cheap luxury 5 
“ for tho Laraas, keeping in their hands the 
“ retail as the Chinese do the wholesale 
trade, reduce the people by this meaus ‘to 
“ absolute dependence, ‘exacting in return 
“ for the precious article labour and produce. 
“ Grain, yaks, sheep, horses, andévenchildren,

drink 40 go with it. The food is intended 
specially for use by the American army on 
active service in wartime, The mixture in ao 
cau holds but 6 per cent. of water, and occupies 
only 25 cubic inches, According to Commissary 
General Weston, a soldier can live without loss 
of strength and health for ten days on one of 
these tinsaday. The War Department is also 
making food tins with an innercompartment filled 
with unelaked lime. Wheu it is desired to heat 
the tin the outer covering is punctured, water 
poured in, and in a few minutes the contents of 
the can are steaming hot.

Sinca the cwbolition of slavery the constant 
efforts of tropical employers to secure satisfac- 
tory labour conditions have proveil that, excopt 
in (hose countries in which there exists a, pres- 
sure of population, the natives of the tropics will 
not lend themselves to steady labour of any 
lind, 2nd thdt the effect of increasing wages 
ix ‘to reduce, ant uot to angment, the local 
lubonr supply. Lf we exclude India, Java, Bar-. 
budos, Cuba, Puertorico, ond» fow unimportant 
istunds, the tropics may bo described as an 
immense forest in which the ‘population is so 
mull in relation to the area and natural resour- 
cus of the land that'there exists no necessity for 
any native to work for hire. Up to tho point 
when ho wishes to gratify some acquired taste 
in food, drink, or clothing the tropical man is 
Surnished hy the sea, the rivers, and the jungle 
with everything he needs ata very small ex- 
penditure of energy—usually his wife's. If we 
grant for the moment that under these cireum- 
stances the tropical: mun has a perfect right to 
live a life of idloness, even if w6 join ourselves 
with that section of the British and Amorican 
public which is constantly applauding his exer- 
ciso of the right, as thongh it were a crowning 
virtue in him, wo cannot close our minds against 

_ the faet that the sloth and indolence of the tro- 
pical races have yielded un obundant harvest of 
political and economic consequences. In regard 
io the former it is snflicient to point out that 
every’ tropical, country of any present import- 
ance is under the control of men with Huropean 
or, North American blood in their veins. 

The circumstance which instantly attracts our 
attention when making a survey of tho tropics 
from. the economio standpoint is that only in 
those countries which are colonies or dopend- 
encies of the Great Powers does thero oxist o 
condition of development bearing any appreet- 
able relation to the resouxeos of the land.

They 
flack readily te uny country where work may be 
had at fair wages; they will submit to any 
sanitary regulutioas which the Government 
cores to enforce ; ond they aro us a rule peaceful 
‘and law-ubiding. All they ask is that in their 
leigure hours they may be allowed: to gamble 
und ameke opium.

been a Chinese riot in sny European colony 
nutes a fall in wages, u rise in opium, or the 
introduction of now gambling laws has inter- 
fered with the full enjoyment of the two 
Chinese reerestions. Theimportation of natives 
of India into the Straits Settlements has a 
curious legislative listory. Ina colony which 
has been provided with Governors of exceptional 
ability, and which has always enjoyed -tho 
advantage of an efficiont and conscientious Civil 
Service, ‘the very excellence of the general 
administration throws into sharp relief the 
unsatisfactory treatment which the labour 
question has received ot the hands ‘of the 
Government. Beginning with Ordinance 9 of 
1875, thore were passed in the course of 15 
months four Immigration Acts, each repealing 
its predecessor. Another Bill was introduced 
in 1981, but did-not veach o second reading. 
another in. 1882, another in 1884, another in 
1889, another in 1892, another in 1897, unother 
in 1899, and finally there is the Bill of the pro- 
sent. year. AM} this legislation has been marked 
not only by an entire absence of definite sim on 
the part of the Government, but, as far. as the 
last threo Billsare concerned, by au unaccount- 
able-failure to adopt any of the more important 
recommendations of the Labour Commission of 
1890 which presented a report of exeoptional in- 
terest ond value, recommendations which were 
in the main supported by the Labour Commnis- 
sion of 1896... | : 

‘The -nocessity for special labour legislation 
in the Straity. Settlements has arisen from the 


colonial dependencies—aropractically unreelaim- 
ed spaces, slightly chipped at the edges by coffeo 
_ or rubber extates or by timber concessions. An 
exumination of the economic position of all 
tropical colonies reveuls » fact’ of . the higtie st 
importance in regard to the labour conditions of 
those countries—namely, that, with the exeop- 
tion of Java, Barbados, Puertorico, Cubs, and 
India, where there is a pressure of population, 
thore is not « single tropical colony of any com- 
meréial importance in which the work is not 
being doue by imported Inbourers. In order to 
make this point quite clear I give a list’ of the 
colonies and protect orates in which !abour supply 
consists wholly _ ox partially of imported 
Chinese or Eust- Indians :-—British Guiana, 
Trinidad, Mauritias, Fiji, Ceylon, the 
_ Straits Settlements, the Federated Malay States, 
Butish North Borneo, Natal, Sarawak, Suma- 
fra; und to these we may add Queenstand, which 
“gets its labonr from the Pavitic Islands; New 
Caledonia, which imports Annomites; und 
French Indo-China, where arrangements are 
now boing made to iiaport Chinese labour. 
‘There remain the colonic» in Equatorial Africa, 
‘Duteh and French Guinaa, New Guinea, the 
Philippines, and a fow unimportant islands here 
and there. and there docs not exist amongst 
them ono of which it can be said that in relation 
to the capabilities of tho land economic develop- 
aneut has: really commenced. The following 
figures iMustrute the degree of evonomie pro- 
petess which has heen reached in the various 
countries to which reference has been made. Of 
the independent tropical States, Brazil exports 


por head of her popyfation produce to the. 


annual value of £110s.; Veneznela.: £1 155 
Chnitomala, 15s; Siow, 10x; of the colonies in 
which there is a pressure of population, Java 
exports por head of her population 10s; Puerto- 
rico, £1 1s; Barbados, £4 ls,; and of the 
colonies ‘employing imported labour, Hawaii 
exports £26 per head; Queensland. £18; 
the Federated Malay States, £8 Ger Trini- 
dad, £8 . 10s; Mauritius, £8; British 
Guiana, £6; and Fiji, £4 10s. The average for 
the seven countries not employing imported 
lubour Js £1 13s. per head; of those employing 
imported labour, £11 7s, por head.’ LI do not 
claim for these figures thet they are more than 
approximately aceurate; but the diffarences 
which they disclove are far too great to ba 
materially affected by the small faetor of error 
due te insufficient or faulty returns of trade and 
population. ‘In order to emphasise the signific- 
‘ance of thesediguresit may be noted that the 
value of exports, which gives no trustworthy 
mensure of the economic development of non- 
tropical countries, allords a very accurate in- 
dication of thé industry of tropical races, The 
altered application lies in this, that in countries 
where the standard of living is very high the 
trade of the home market is infinitely greater 
then the export trade, whereas, in conntries 
with a very low. standard of living the con- 
ditious are reversed. It is clear from what has 
gone before thit, with the few exceptions 
named, there is not a single tropical country 
which possesses a local labour supply sufficient,

simple causo that the local labour supply is en- 
tirely inadequatd for the purposes of agriculture 
and for the service of the public works of the 
municipalities, ‘The chief importers of Indian 
labour have been the planters, and their dissa- 
tisfaction with, past conditions hus rested on 
two grounds—first, thut the supply has been 
insufficient, aud secondly, that under the exist- 
ing labour laws they hove beon unjustly depriv- 
ed of their laboarers, who have been taken from 
them either by the planters of the Malay States, 
by tho Governments ofthe Settlements and the 
Stotes, or by the Government and municipal 
contractors, The question of initial supply is 
almost entirely one of the system of recruiting 
and of the rate of wages offered ; and it is gene- 
rally admitted that the former is extromoly un- 
satisfactory and that the latter is too low in 
face of the rutes paid in Ceylon and Burma, 
both of which countries draw their labour from 
India, But the fuct is thut a supply of labour 
which would be amply sufficient under a proper 


inadequate under the conditions which have 

hitherto prevailed. The new law provides for a 

considerable increase in the winimum legal 

wage of contract labourors, und the business of 
recruiting is handed over to a commercial com- 
pany in Southern Tudia on certuin fixed terms 
and subject to the inspection of an official of the 

Straits Government, who will reside in India 

for six months each year. It is difficult to 

believe thut-a permanent solution of the re- 
cruiting problem will be found along these 

lings. .As long as the supply of coolies is s 

matter of commercial speculation it is certain 

that ubuses will arisa in the mothods of recruit- 
ing ;-and further, when a number of employers 
are compating in the same market o commer- 
cial company will ulways take advantage of the 
competition thus created to advance its own in- 
terests at the expense of its clients. The pro. 
habilities are that sooner or later the Govern. 
ments of the Straits Settlements and the Malay 

States will find it necessary to adopt the system 

of recruiting which is used, with the most satis. 

gactory results, by Trinidad and British Guiana. 

The Governments of thoce colonies msintain an 

Emigration Department in India under the 

control-of an official whose duties are confined 

to the sccuring and forwarding of labourers. 

The Coloniat Government makes all tho arrange. 

ments and pays all the expenses up to tho time 

whew the lubourers are hunded over to the pla n- 

\ tor, and it secures itself agninst loss by making 
the repayment of immigration charges the first 
obligation on the planter's assets. Most of the 
planters in the Straits Settlemonts and the 
Foderated Malay States have hed their training 
in British Gaidua or in Ceylon, and in conse- 
quence, the conditions under whieh Indian 
labour is imported into the Malay Peninsula 
resemble those prevailing in one or the other of

\ In British. Guiana’ the system is one of inden- 
ture. There is a definite contract between the

planter making the necessary money ‘advances. 
‘On his return the kangoni and his gang are 
employed by the planter on such terms as may 
be arranged between them. It is a syatom of 
“free” labour as opposed to one of “contract” 
labour ; and tho protection of the cootie, instead 
of resting, us it does under the Immigration 
Ordinance, in the special inapection and control 
of the Government, lies in the fact that no 
kangaui or planter can afford to be unpopular. 
either in the colony or on the recruiting-ground 
when a keen competition amongst employers 


| affords the coolie an ample latitude of choics. 


‘As far as I could gather from conversations 
with employers of labour in the colony and in 
the Native States, a good desl of dissatisfaction 
still exists in regard to the local labour condi- 
tions. “hore scems to be» general feeling 
that if the. Government undertook to. import 
all the Iubour it needed for public works 
and ceased to compete with the planters in 
the open labour imarket the letter would be 
quite content to make their own -arrange- 
ments for the importation of such labour 5s 
they might require without the concurrence of 
the Government. In concluding this article I 
cannot refrain from making some reference to 
this controversial aspects of the labour problem 
in thetropics. Both in England and Americs 
there oxists a considerablo body of opinion which 
is opposed to tho employment of contract labour 
in the tropics, The chief argument advanced is 
that there is no need for it, since the natives can 
bo ethicated to understand the dignity of labour, 
or, failing that, can be taught new wants, the 
gratification of which will call for steady work. 
When it is pointed out that universal experience 
has proved the utter falsity of thugs conclusions, 
recourse is had to the old cry that ** contract 
Inbour ”. is Simply a polite name for “slavery.” 
Tam not concerned to deny that under a weak 
Government, orwhere thereisnot a conscientious 
Civil Service, contract labour may, by the exist- 
ence of abuses, bear some resemblunee to slavery ; 
what I wish to maintain is that where there 
exist a strong Goyernment, a good Immigration 
Law, and an officient staff for the enforcement 
of ity provisions, the contract labourer is more 
socure in the enjoyment of all his rights and 
privileges than he would be if he had not.volun- 
tarily entered into an agreement with an 
einployer. Perhaps the most violent attack which 
has ever been made on the contract labour sys- 
tom was that undertaken by Sir George William 
Des Vooux when be was a magistrate in British 
Guiana. It resulted in the appointment of a 
‘l Commission of Enquiry; ond, if anyone is 
interested to qbserve how the most explicit and 
detailed assault to which the system of contract 
labour in the tropics has been subjected ended 
in an utter failure to substantiate any of the 
serious charges laid at the door of the planters,

peaten, the excellencies of that work did not 
wholly make one forget the opening indifference 
of the same.side, Scotland’s team, sadly chop- 
ped abvut as it had beon by accident, was, a5 & 
matter of fact, not clever enough to accept the 
openings which English blunders. offered, and 
in the second half, when Scotland had the wind 
behind them, thgse blunders did not arise. It 
must be remembered. that Scotland had been 
sadly upforiunate-in the way of accidents to 
players, and the overwhelming preponderance 
of the: Anglo-Scots in the. team was cut down 
fvom nine to eight.
